Applications  for  houses  are 
rcncvra.blo  every  six  months  and  unless  this  condi'tion  is  fulfilled,  the 
name  is  rcr.aoved  fraa  the  list,  ’dhen  allocating  houses,  consideration  is 
given  to  the  inf or-intion  provided  by  the  Health  D^partaent  regarding 
overcrowding  and  tlio  health  of  liCiabcrs  of  the  faaily.
